Standing in front of the wall of 
equipment stacked in piles on Jim 
Cline’s desk in the corner of his garage, 
one might wonder how anyone gets 
started doing ham radio. 

“Most people actually get certified 
first and then learn how to use every- 
thing later,” he said. “You don’t have to 
have all this equipment to get started.” 

Cline teaches ham radio as a part of 
Citizen’s Emergency Response Team 
and is also part of a group of county 
amateur radio operators who are cur- 
rently attempting to train and certify 
interested county residents and remove 
the intimidation first-time operators 
might feel. 

The group is currently offering 
training which covers the basics of 
amateur radio terminology, what radios 
to buy, how to maintain equipment, the 
use of antennas, propagation and infor- 
mation on local amateur radio emer- 
gency groups. 

Though several meetings have 
already passed, the group still meets 
from 12:10 to 12:50 p.m. every other 
Tuesday on Nov. 13, Nov. 27. Dec. 4 
and Dec. 18. at the County Public 
Health Department at 1120 S. Dora St. 

No registration or fee is necessary 
and attendance at any meeting is open 
to the public. 

“You can’t operate without license, 
but you can learn what to do in our 
presence,” he said. 

Cline, who has been a licensed oper- 
ator for almost 50 years, said the train- 
ing is open to all area residents inter- 
ested in amateur radio, not only emer- 
gency workers. 

“It’s all free and it’s designed to help 
us build our group larger,’ he said. 
“Tve been a licensed operator since I 
was nine or 10 and my dad said I blew

Cline said amatuer radios like the ones he has built and placed in his 
garage are still relevant even with the advent of cell phones, the 
internet and other communications devices. He said in several 
recent disasters including the southern California wildfires, the 
southeast Asian tsunami and the September 11 attacks, ham radio 
has been some of the only viable communication available. 


What’s next? 


Basic training on amateur radios 
is available for those interested in 
learning more about ham radio 
operation. The classes are free 
and no registration is necessary. 
The sessions run from 12:10 to 
12:50 p.m. on Nov. 13, Nov. 27, 
Dec. 4 and Dec. 18 at the County 
Public Health Building at 1120 S.

Board of Education 
delays pay raise, again

It’s been on the agenda for 
the past two meetings, but 
once again the Mendocino 
County Board of Education 
unanimously voted 6-0, with 
Nice Alterman absent, to 
delay consideration of a $10 
per month pay increase until 
its November meeting 
Monday afternoon. The pro- 
posed salary raise would 
increase the board member’s 
monthly compensation from 
$150 to $160 each month as 
part of Education Code 1090. 

Once the item came up for 
consideration as part of the 
discussion and action portion 
of the meeting where Ed 
Nickerman, Area 1 represen- 
tative, immediately made a 
motion to delay discussions 
until the next meeting. 
Nickerman cited the MCOE 
teachers’ ongoing 2008 labor 
discussions as grounds for 
delaying the item. 

“I think we should table it 
until the teachers are taken 
care of,” Nickerman said 
Monday. Nickerman’s motion 
was seconded by Diane 
Zucker, Area 6 representative. 
With Nickerman’s motion put 
into place, the rest of the 
board voted, and unanimously 
delayed the discussions once 
again. 

The item was originally on 
the agenda for discussion at 
the October meeting, but a 
motion by Nickerman at the 
October meeting delayed the 
discussions until Monday. 


What’s next? 


The Mendocino County 
Board of Education has 
delayed discussions 
about the proposed pay 
increase until its next 
meeting where it will 
once again be up for dis- 
cussion or action. 


With the second delay, the 
item will once again be on the 
agenda for the January meet- 
ing, scheduled to begin at 10 
a.m. in the East Room at the 
MCOE, 2240 Old River Road. 

In other business, the board 
also amended its meeting 
schedule for 2008. The sched- 
ule was amended to make 
changes for holidays with the 
Feb. 4, 2008 meeting taking 
place on the first Monday of 
the month as opposed to the 
typical meeting time, which is 
the second Monday of each 
month. The amended schedule 
also changed the location for 
the April 14, 2008 meeting 
back to the MCOE East Room 
because of Spring Recess at 
Mendocino Unified -- the 
original meeting location. 

As well, the board listened 
to a presentation by Wayne 
Briley about methampheta- 
mine use in Mendocino 
County. Briley works for the

Air, water quality agencies satisfied with Masonite demolition

Representatives from the agencies that are 
monitoring the demolition of the former 
Masonite site spoke to a packed house Monday 
night about concerns over pollution that might 
result from the demolition. 

Representatives from the North Coast 
Regional Water Quality Control Board and the 
Mendocino County Air Quality Management 
District both said they were satisfied with the 
precautions taken by the company preforming 


the demolition to keep potential toxins from 
escaping the site. 

Chris Brown of air quality said inspectors 
have visited the site 23 times, always unan- 
nounced and have been satisfied with the work 
being done to keep asbestos that was built into 
the buildings from escaping into the air. 

“We have found the site operator to be coop- 
erative,” he said. 

Engineer Craig Hunt, from the water board 
said that, while there have been some impacts 
that include leaks of fuel oil into the soil some 


chlorinated solvents that were once used at the 
south end of the facility, tests have shown no 
high concentration of toxins. 

Hunt did say that the concentration of chlo- 
rinated solvents was higher than the water 
quality allows but less than the federal thresh- 
old for drinking water. 

Hunt said further impact might be discov- 
ered as the project continues and slabs are lift- 
ed to expose the soil. 

“We anticipate not running into any large 
impacts,” he said. 


Hunt said the water quality is planning to 
hold it’s own public meeting in January to dis- 
cuss with the public what toxins were used at 
the Masonite site and what contamination has 
been found. 

Participants at the meeting had a number of 
concerns about the former site, including 
whether or not there existed a list of all of the 
toxic chemicals ever used at Masonite while it 
was in operation.

Police in Pakistan clash with 
lawyers protesting emergency; 
opposition reports 3,500 arrests 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP) -- Police on Monday fired tear 
gas and clubbed lawyers protesting against President Gen. 
Pervez Musharraf’s emergency rule. The U.S. and other nations 
called for elections to be held on schedule and said they were 
reviewing aid to Pakistan. 

In the largest protest in the eastern city of Lahore, lawyers 
dressed in black suits and ties chanted “Musharraf Go!” as they 
defied the government’s ban on rallies. Some fought back with 
stones and tree branches. 

The crackdown mainly targeted Musharraf’s most potent 
critics -- the judiciary and lawyers, independent television sta- 
tions and opposition activists. Opposition groups said 3,500 had 
been arrested, though the government reported half that total. 

President Bush urged Musharraf to hold parliamentary elec- 
tions as scheduled in January and relinquish his army post as 
soon as possible. “Our hope is that he will restore democracy as 
quickly as possible,” Bush said. 

But there did not appear to be a unified position among 
senior government officials on whether they planned to hold the 
election as planned. The attorney general said the vote would 
take place as scheduled but then conceded there was a chance 
of a delay. The prime minister also left open the possibility of a 
delay. 


House Judiciary panel head tells 
White House to answer 
subpoenas to presidential aides 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- House Democrats threatened 
Monday to hold President Bush’s key confidants in contempt of 
Congress unless they comply with subpoenas for information 
on the Justice Department’s purge of federal prosecutors last 
winter. 

The White House shrugged off the ultimatum, saying the 
information is off-limits under executive privilege and that the 
aides in question -- White House Chief of Staff Joshua Bolten 
and former presidential counselor Harriet Miers -- are immune 
from prosecution. 

“It won’t go anywhere,” predicted White House press secre- 
tary Dana Perino. 

Congressional Democrats nonetheless submitted their 102- 
page report, and a Republican rebuttal, to the House clerk on 
Monday afternoon. The report accused Miers of contempt for 
failing to appear and testify as subpoenaed. She and Bolten 
were charged with failing to produce documents on whether the 
prosecutors were fired at the White House’s behest. 
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Also in the sights of House Judiciary Committee Chairman 
John Conyers, D-Mich.: Karl Rove, the architect of Bush’s rise 
to the White House and a top political adviser who left last 
summer. 


Mexican flood victims scramble for 
food, supplies; 20,000 remain stranded 


VILLAHERMOSA, Mexico (AP) -- Hungry and dehydrated 
victims of one of the worst floods in Mexico’s history scram- 
bled for government packages of food and medicine, while at 
least 20,000 people remained trapped Monday on the rooftops 
of homes swallowed by water. 

Residents were running dangerously short of food and water 
after nearly a week of floods left 80 percent of the Gulf Coast 
state of Tabasco under water and destroyed or damaged the 
homes of about half a million people. Gov. Andres Granier 
ordered central streets in the state capital of Villahermosa 
closed to all but rescue workers to prevent looting. 

Authorities said two more bodies were found Sunday in the 
brackish waters covering much of the region. If the deaths are 
confirmed to have been caused by the flooding, the disaster’s 
death toll would stand at 10. 

Government officials worked furiously to distribute aid, and 
authorities continued trolling the water-filled streets looking for 
stranded residents. Villahermosa, the state capital, was still com- 
pletely under water, though river levels had begun to drop after 
rising to historic levels. The National Water Commission said it 
had begun efforts to start pumping the streets. 


Giuliani says Ex-NY police 
commissioner’s results outweigh errors 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (AP) -- Rudy Giuliani said Monday 
that if his achievements as president are as good as the crime- 
reduction results of his New York police commissioner, a man 
now under criminal investigation himself, “this country will be 
in great shape.” 

Giuliani, in an interview with The Associated Press, 
acknowledged mistakes by Bernard Kerik, who was police 
commissioner when Giuliani was mayor. But he said crime 
reduction for the city was more important. 

Kerik, whom Giuliani pushed to head the federal Department 
of Homeland Security, is under investigation on what could be 
multiple felony charges. Giuliani said he hadn’t spoken to his 
friend and one-time business partner recently and had no idea 
what implication a Kerik indictment or plea deal could have on 
his presidential campaign. 

“I have no idea what’s going to happen, first of all, nor do I 
have any idea what he’s going to do,” the Republican contender 
said. 

Giuliani has accepted responsibility for his role in Kerik’s 
embarrassing 2004 withdrawal as President Bush’s Homeland 
Security nominee after revelation of tax problems. Ethics ques- 
tions and corruption allegations also have swirled around Kerik. 
But the former New York mayor said the results of the com- 
missioner’s time in New York far outweigh isolated incidences.

Woman pleads to helping dispose 
of Ohio pregnant woman’s body; 
disappearance launched search 


CANTON, Ohio (AP) -- A high school classmate of a sus- 
pended police officer who is accused of killing his pregnant 
girlfriend pleaded guilty Monday to helping dispose of the body 
and agreed to testify against him. 

Myisha Ferrell, 30, quietly pleaded guilty to complicity to 
abuse a corpse and obstruction of justice -- for lying to author- 
ities -- just before opening statements were to begin in her jury 
trial. She was sentenced to two years in prison but will be eligi- 
ble for release after one year as part of a plea deal. 

Ferrell had faced up to six years in prison if convicted on 
both counts in the slaying of Jessie Davis, whose disappearance 
in June drew national attention as thousands searched for her for 
more than a week near her northeast Ohio home. 

Davis’ body, with a nearly full-term fetus, was found more 
than a week later about 25 miles away in a remote area of a 
park. 

Ferrell agreed to testify against Bobby L. Cutts Jr., who is set 
for trial Feb. 4 on charges of aggravated murder, abuse of a 
corpse, aggravated burglary and child endangerment. 


Discovery astronauts check wings 
to ensure safe descent; shuttle 
to fly over US in re-entry 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) -- Shuttle Discovery’s 
astronauts surveyed the wings of their ship Monday to ensure a 
safe descent over the American heartland after leaving the inter- 
national space station. 

On the ride home Wednesday, the space shuttle will make the 
first coast-to-coast re-entry since Columbia shattered in the sky 
over Texas in 2003 and sent tens of thousands of pounds of 
wreckage raining down on at least two states. 

Discovery was not supposed to re-enter over the entire 
United States -- just Florida after zooming up from the south- 
west over Central America and the Caribbean. But that original 
plan would have entailed a pre-dawn landing, and shuttle com- 
mander Pamela Melroy preferred a safer, easier touchdown in 
daylight, said shuttle program manager Wayne Hale. 

This 15-day mission is longer than most -- and more stress- 
ful, too, with the astronauts’ impromptu repair to the torn solar 
wing at the space station. As a result, crew fatigue must be con- 
sidered, Hale said. 

Discovery’s new path will have it descending early 
Wednesday afternoon over the Canadian coast and the Pacific 
Northwest, down across the Midwest and the South, and on into

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High court considers whether 
medical pot users can be fired

SAN FRANCISCO -- When his 
new boss at Ragingwire Inc. ordered 
Gary Ross to take a drug test, the 
recently hired computer tech had no 
doubt the results would come back 
positive for marijuana. 

But along with his urine sample, 
Ross submitted a doctor’s recom- 
mendation that he smoke pot to alle- 
viate back pain -- a document he fig- 
ured would save him from being 
fired. It didn’t, however, and Ross 
was let go eight days into his tenure 
because the company said federal 
law makes marijuana illegal no mat- 
ter the use. 

On Tuesday, the California 
Supreme Court is due to hear Ross’ 
case, the latest example of the inten- 
sifying clash between federal and 
local authorities over marijuana use. 

Ross, 45, contends that 
Ragingwire discriminated against 
him because of a back injury and vio- 
lated the state’s fair-employment law 
by punishing him for legally smok- 
ing marijuana at home. 

He says he and others using med- 
ical marijuana should receive the 
same workplace protection from dis- 
cipline that employees with valid 
painkiller prescriptions do. 
California voters legalized medicinal 
marijuana in 1996. 

Eleven other states, including 
Alaska, Colorado, Hawaii, Maine, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Oregon, Rhode Island, Vermont and 
Washington state, have adopted sim- 
ilar laws and many are now grap- 
pling with the same sticky, work-

So far, though, Ross has been los- 
ing. 

Two lower courts have sided with 
Ragingwire’s decision to fire Ross 
because federal law holds that mari- 
juana is illegal in all guises. 

Five current and former 
Democratic state legislators who 
argue that the lower courts misinter- 
preted a law they helped pass that 
banned smoking of medicinal mari- 
juana at the workplace. The lawmak- 
ers said nothing in their law prevents 
employees with medical marijuana 
cards to smoke outside the work- 
place. 

The lawmakers wrote that the 
state’s fair employment law and the 
1996 Compassionate Use Act legal- 
izing medicinal marijuana, “autho- 
rize and protect the use of medical 
cannabis by employees away from 
the workplace and during nonbusi- 
ness hours, as exemplified by plain- 
tiff-petitioner Gary Ross, and that the 
court of appeal’s decision erred in 
concluding otherwise.” 

Employers are fearful of falling 
productivity and that they open 
themselves to the wrath of federal 
officials, who are armed with a 2005 
U.S. Supreme Court decision declar- 
ing that state medicinal marijuana 
laws don’t protect users from crimi- 
nal prosecution. 

Ragingwire marketing chief Doug 
Adams declined to comment on the 
case. 

Ragingwire, a small telecommuni- 
cations company in Sacramento, has 
been joined in the Supreme Court by 
powerful corporate interests such as 
the Santa Clara Valley Transportation 


Authority and the Western Electrical 


place issues over drug use by 
employees smoking medicinal mari- 
juana approved by doctors. 

In Oregon, for instance, two com- 
peting bills on the issue died in that 
state’s Legislature this year. 

The nonprofit marijuana advocacy 
group Americans for Safe Access, 
which is representing Ross, estimates 
that 300,000 Americans use medical 
marijuana. The Oakland-based group 
said it has received hundreds of 
employee discrimination complaints 
in California since it first began 
tracking the issue in 2005. 

“It’s an extremely widespread 
problem,” said Joe Elford, the 
group’s chief lawyer. At least one 


other similar workplace lawsuit have 
been filed in the state, but Elford has 
been advising the aggrieved to first 
file complaints with the state’s Fair 
Housing and Employment agency. 
The agency issues “right-to-sue” let- 
ters after investigating complaints, 
giving a person up to a year to file a 
lawsuit. 

“We’re advising everyone to go 
slow encouraging them to wait for a 
decision by the Supreme Court,” 
Elford said. 

Several national medical organi- 
zations and disability rights advo- 
cates have filed friend-of-the-court 
papers urging the Supreme Court to 
rule in Ross’ favor. 


Ross, who lives in Sacramento, 
said he permanently injured his back 
in 1983 while serving as a U.S. Air 
Force mechanic. He said it wasn’t 
until 1999 that he found true pain 
relief with marijuana, though scien- 
tists are still split on the drug’s effec- 
tiveness. 

The American Medical 
Association advocates keeping mari- 
juana classified as a tightly con- 
trolled and dangerous drug that 
should not be legalized until more 
research is conducted. 

“T think I’m standing up for every- 
body else,” Ross said. “My motiva- 
tion is that I don’t like to lose and 
that medical marijuana is effective.” 


Contractors Association Inc., who 
said companies could lose federal 
contracts and grants if they allowed 
employees to smoke pot. 

The conservative nonprofit Pacific 
Legal Foundation said in a friend-of- 
the court filing that employers could 
also be liable for damage done by 
high workers. 

“History abounds with cases of 
employers found liable,” the 
Sacramento-based foundation wrote, 
“because their employees were dri- 
ving vehicles, operating heavy 
equipment or otherwise performing 
tasks made more dangerous by their 
being under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs.” 


Autism ‘epidemic’ largely fueled by special ed funding

ATLANTA -- A few decades ago, people prob- 
ably would have said kids like Ryan Massey and 
Eddie Scheuplein were just odd. Or difficult. 

Both boys are bright. Ryan, 11, is hyper and 
prone to angry outbursts, sometimes trying to 
strangle another kid in his class who annoys him. 
Eddie, 7, has a strange habit of sticking his shirt in 
his mouth and sucking on it. 

Both were diagnosed with a form of autism. 
And it’s partly because of children like them that 
autism appears to be skyrocketing: In the latest 
estimate, as many as one in 150 children have 
some form of this disorder. Groups advocating 
more research money call autism “the fastest- 
growing developmental disability in the United 
States.” 

Doctors are concerned there are even more 
cases out there, unrecognized: The American 
Academy of Pediatrics last week stressed the 
importance of screening every kid for autism by 
age 2. 

Many experts believe these unsociable behav- 
iors were just about as common 30 or 40 years 
ago. The recent explosion of cases appears to be 
mostly caused by a surge in special education ser- 
vices for autistic children, and by a corresponding 
shift in what doctors call autism. 

Autism has always been diagnosed by making 
judgments about a child’s behavior; there are no 
blood or biologic tests. For decades, the diagnosis 
was given only to kids with severe language and 
social impairments and unusual, repetitious behav- 
iors. 

Many children with severe autism hit them- 
selves or others, don’t speak and don’t make eye 
contact. 

Blake Dees, a 19-year-old from Suwanee, Ga., 
falls into that group. For the past eight years, he 
has been in a day program with intense services, 
but he still doesn’t talk, he’s not toilet-trained, and 
he has a history of trying to eat anything. 

He’s not a typical case. 

In the 1990s, the autism umbrella expanded, 
and autism is now shorthand for a group of milder, 
related conditions, known as “autism spectrum 
disorders.” 

The spectrum includes Asperger’s syndrome 
and something called PDD-NOS (for Pervasive 
Developmental Disorder-Not Otherwise 
Specified). Some support groups report more than 
half of their families fall into these categories, but 
there is no commonly accepted scientific break- 
down. 

Gradually, there have been changes in parents’ 
own perception of autism, the autism services

schools provide, and the care that insurers pay for, 
experts say. 

Eddie, of Buford, Ga., was initially diagnosed 
with obsessive-compulsive disorder, attention 
deficit hyperactivity disorder and other conditions. 
But the services he got in school were not very 
helpful. 

His mother, Michelle, said a diagnosis of autism 
brought occupational therapy and other, better ser- 
vices. 

“I do have to admit I almost like the idea of hav- 
ing the autistic label, at least over the other labels, 
because there’s more help out there for you,” said 
Scheuplein. 

“The truth is there’s a powerful incentive for 
physicians and schools to classify children in a 
way that gets services,” said Dr. Edwin Trevathan 
of the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Many with Asperger’s and PDD-NOS succeed 
in school and do not have much in common with 
children like Blake Dees. 

At a recent gathering of families with 
Asperger’s children in the Atlanta area, parents 
told almost comical stories about kids who fre- 
quently pick their noses, douse food in ketchup or 
wear the same shirt day after day. 

Such a frank, humorous exchange was once a 
rarity. Doctors for many years believed in the 
“refrigerator mom” theory, which held that autism 
was the result of being raised by a cold, unloving 
mother. The theory became discredited, but was 
difficult to dislodge from the popular conscience. 

Even in the early 1980s, some parents were 
more comfortable with a diagnosis of mental retar- 
dation than autism, said Trevathan, director of the 
CDC’s National Center on Birth Defects and 
Developmental Disabilities. 

Today, parents are more likely to cringe at a 
diagnosis of mental retardation, which is some- 


times equated to a feeble-mindedness and may 
obscure a child’s potential. 

And increasingly, professionals frown at the 
term: The special education journal Mental 
Retardation this year changed its name to 
Intellectual & Developmental Disabilities. 

The editor said that “mentally retarded” is 
becoming passe and demeaning, much like the 
terms idiot, imbecile and moron. 

Autism has become culturally acceptable. 

In 1990, Congress added the word “autism” as 
a separate disability category to a federal law that 
guarantees special education services, and 
Education Department regulations have included a 
separate definition of autism since 1992. 

Before that, children with autism were counted 
under other disabling conditions, such as mental 
retardation, said Jim Bradshaw, an education 
department spokesman. 

The Social Security Administration also broad- 
ened its definition of disability to include spectrum 
disorders, like Asperger’s. 

Something else changed: The development of 
new stimulants and other medicines may have 
encouraged doctors to make diagnoses with the 
idea of treating them with these drugs. 

Perception of the size of the problem changed 
too. 

Fourteen years ago, only 1 in 10,000 children 
were diagnosed with it. Prevalence estimates grad- 
ually rose to the current government estimate of 
one in 150. 

That increase has been mirrored in school dis- 
tricts. Gwinnett County Public Schools -- 
Georgia’s largest school system -- had eight class- 
rooms for teaching autistic youngsters 13 years 
ago; today there are 180. 

Some researchers suggest that as autism spec- 
trum diagnoses have gone up, diagnoses of mild 
mental retardation have fallen. 

U.S. Department of Education data show that 
the number of students with autism rose steadily, 
from about 42,500 in 1997 to nearly 225,000 in 
2006. The number of students counted as mentally 
retarded declined from about 603,000 to about 
523,000. 

CDC scientists believe education numbers are 
misleading, because they reflect only how kids are 
categorized for services. They say there’s no clear 
evidence doctors are substituting one diagnosis for 
the other. 

Some parents believe environmental factors 
ranging from a preservative in vaccines to conta- 
minants in food or water may be important con- 
tributors.

Education report 
can’t help 

until it’s public 


Policy studies on 
California education reform 
have been piling up in 
Sacramento like unclaimed 
luggage on an airport 
carousel. 

But the one that’s most 
anticipated is still under 
wraps. In one of the worst- 
kept secrets in the capital, 
the recommendations of the 
Governor’s Advisory 
Committee on Education 
Excellence, an intense prod- 
uct of two years of work, 
have been in Gov. 
Schwarzenegger’s office for 
more than a month. It’s time 
for Schwarzenegger to 
release the report so public 
debate can begin. 

Schwarzenegger has 
vowed to make 2008 the 
“Year of Education 
Reform.” It’s a bold 
promise, since the governor 
knows that reform proposals 
would face almost as many 
obstacles as his so-far 
unsuccessful drive for health 
care reform. 

Nonetheless, to meet the 
high expectations that he has 
created, Schwarzenegger 
will need popular will. To 
get it, he should immediate- 
ly encourage grassroots dis- 
cussions that include par- 
ents. 

Schwarzenegger appoint- 
ed a savvy and diverse com- 
mittee whose members were 
charged with reaching a con- 
sensus on systemic reforms. 

Committee chairman Ted 
Mitchell, a state school 
board member and the for- 
mer president of Occidental 
College, won’t say what’s in 
the report. But the commit-

tee has been seriously con- 
sidering some provocative 
ideas. They include switch- 
ing to a weighted student 
funding formula (propor- 
tionately more money per 
capita for low-income and 
English learners); shifting 
control over spending away 
from Sacramento (ending 
rigidly funded “categorical 
grants”); and adopting a data 
system that tracks individual 
students’ and teachers’ per- 
formance over time. 

The recommendations, 
along with the governor’s 
own ideas and those that will 
emerge from state 
Superintendent Jack 
O’Connell’s achievement 
gap summit next month, 
deserve to be hashed out 
openly and widely. A back- 
room deal with legislators 
and interest groups tied to 
the status quo won’t yield 
worthwhile reforms. 
Schwarzenegger will need 
public leverage for that. 

Time is wasting. Release 
the report.

APA street in Rancho 
Bernardo was destroyed as 
flames in the Witch Creek 
fire raced up hillsides and 
through the area. Other 
housing tracts that imple- 
mented fire-protective mea- 
sures were spared. As the 
embers begin to cool at some 
of the devastating Southland 
fires, the criticism and sec- 
ond-guessing of responses 
and preparedness are surfac- 
ing. 
What isn’t being second- 
guessed is the effectiveness 
of stricter building standards 


and fire-protection strategies 
required in some of the 
newer subdivisions that sur- 
vived the flames. 

Consider Santa Clarita’s 
Stevenson Ranch. 
Threatened by an earlier 
wildfire that came within 
reach, the homes survived. 
That survival scene was 
repeated again last week. 

Why were Stevenson 
Ranch homes spared and 
others not? The fickle nature 
of fire is one reason. But 
most importantly was the 
tract’s use of fire-resistant 
building materials and 
designs, and the incorpora- 
tion of fire-resistant land- 
scaping and setbacks. 

The same can be said for 
several of the newer subdivi- 
sions in San Diego County. 
As the Witch Creek fire con- 
sumed hundreds of acres 
north and east of Rancho 
Bernardo, not a single home 
in five of the area’s newest 
subdivisions was lost. 

Fire officials credit the 
lack of property damage to a 
defensive program called 
“shelter in place.” 

The program is required 
for development that 
sprawls into fire-prone rural 
areas, imposing stringent 
construction and landscap- 
ing standards. It requires 
interior sprinklers and broad 
stretches of protective land- 
scaping that would allow 
homeowners to remain shel- 
tered in their homes if they 
cannot evacuate. 

“Shelter in place” may 
not be a reasonable require- 
ment to impose on all new 
building in California. But, 
where urban sprawl 
encroaches into fire-prone, 
open-space areas, develop- 
ers must be required to take 
steps to protect homeowners 
and the firefighters who 
respond to blazes.

Border Patrol arrests 


a rookie mistake 


SAN DIEGO -- Whenever I write about immigra- 
tion issues, restrictionists and racists accuse me of 
being too soft on Hispanics. And of course, others 
accuse me of being too hard on Hispanics. 

I hear this from open-border types on the left -- 
especially other Mexican-Americans -- when I get on 
my soapbox and insist that Hispanic immigrants, 
legal or illegal, who are demanding their rights have 
to also start accepting their responsibilities. Or when 
I preach that immigrants should learn English, obey 
the law, become U.S. citizens, obtain an education 
and contribute to society. Or when I denounce reck- 
less, immoral or otherwise unacceptable behavior 
that turns public sentiment against immigrants in 
general. 

That’s what inspired one reader on the Latino left 
to recently label me a “Tio Tomas” (a Hispanic 
Uncle Tom). And what did I do to get this lefty so 
riled up? I affixed the label of “scoundrels” to any- 
one who would steal food, water, diapers and other 
items from a relief center during a natural disaster. 

What kind of person would do such a thing? I sup- 
pose a desperate one. But that’s no excuse. Anyone 
who steals from people in need deserves harsh pun- 
ishment. 

Which brings us to what allegedly occurred at 
Qualcomm Stadium in San Diego, which acted as a 
temporary shelter during the recent Southern 
California wildfires. In what appear to be separate 
incidents, a handful of illegal immigrants suspected 
of stealing relief supplies were taken into custody by 
Border Patrol agents and deported to Mexico. 

Keep in mind that the Border Patrol agents were at 
the stadium only to assist San Diego police officers 
in maintaining order. They were not there to enforce 
immigration law. And from what I know of the 
Border Patrol, the last thing that any of these agents 
wanted to do was to arrest illegal immigrants at a 
relief shelter. 

Immigration and Customs Enforcement insists 
that there were no immigration sweeps at 
Qualcomm. That’s fine, but the agency is parsing its 
words. Sweeps aren’t the issue. Notice that ICE did- 
n’t say that no immigration-related arrests took place 
at the stadium. 

This is what really matters in this story: The sus- 
pects were handed over on the spot to Border Patrol 
agents by SDPD officers. That appears to be a breach 
of protocol. The way it usually works is that a police 
officer might arrest an illegal immigrant for some 
other infraction that goes beyond the civil violation 
of coming into the country illegally -- in this case, 
the alleged theft -- process him at the police station, 
then place a “hold” on the suspect until the Border 
Patrol picks him up. 

At Qualcomm, it appears that police officers 
short-circuited the process. It was a rookie mistake, 
the type that saves paperwork but also brings on con- 
troversy and invites lawsuits. This sort of thing 
demolishes the trust between immigrants and the 
police, who generally steer clear of enforcing immi- 
gration law because they would rather have immi- 
grants cooperate with them when other crimes are 
committed. 

Here’s what we know from what’s been reported 
by local media: In one case, three Hispanic immi- 
grant families who had been evacuated from their 
homes had in their possession diapers, water and 
other supplies, all of which were provided by relief 
workers to evacuees. They claimed they were given 
the provisions. But a bystander accused them of 
stealing and told the police. When some of the immi- 
grants were unable to provide proper identification 
that would prove they were in the country legally, the 
officers turned the families over to the Border Patrol. 

That’s just one case. When I used the word 
“scoundrels,” I was referring to another instance that 
has been reported where it does appear that some 
theft was going on. In that case, there were no fami- 
lies -- just a couple of men loading supplies into a 
truck. They too were arrested and deported. 

The case of the families is much more complicat- 
ed. That’s why procedures and protocols exist. When 
they’re broken, harm can be done. Just imagine what 
happens the next time there is a crisis of the magni- 
tude of the San Diego fires, and illegal immigrants 
are so afraid that they avoid seeking shelter. 

If it turns out that some of the initial reports are 
true and the families were stealing supplies, we 
shouldn’t apologize for condemning it. But, if the 
reports were false and this is all one big and unfortu- 
nate misunderstanding, apologies are in order -- 
starting with the San Diego Police Department.

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Heart pill helps preven clots, but raises bleeding risk

ORLANDO, Fla. -- A new 
blood thinner proved better 
than Plavix, one of the 
world’s top-selling drugs, at 
preventing heart problems 
after procedures to open 
clogged arteries, doctors 
reported Sunday. But the 
new drug also raised the risk 
of serious bleeding. 

People given the experi- 
mental drug, prasugrel, were 
nearly 20 percent less likely 
to suffer one of the problems 
in a combined measure -- 
heart attack, stroke or heart- 
related death -- than those 
given Plavix, a drug that 
millions of Americans take 
to prevent blood clots that 
cause these events. 

However, for each heart- 
related death that prasugrel 
(PRASS-uh-grell) prevented, 
compared to Plavix, almost 
one additional bleeding 
death occurred. 

“There is a price to pay” 
for greater effectiveness, Dr. 
Deepak Bhatt, a Cleveland 
Clinic cardiologist, wrote in 
an editorial accompanying 
the results, which were pub- 
lished online by The New 
England Journal of Medicine 
and presented at an 
American Heart Association 
conference in Florida. 

Still, many doctors said 
that on balance, the new 
drug comes out ahead, and 
offers great promise as a 
more potent alternative to 
Plavix, which costs $4 a day 


and does not work for some 
patients. 

“T’m encouraged by the 
results” and think prasugrel 
should win Food and Drug 
Administration approval 
because it so dramatically 
cuts non-fatal heart attacks, 
said the Cleveland Clinic’s 
Dr. Steven Nissen, a fre- 
quent government adviser. 

Doctors can sort out who 
might most benefit from it, 
such as diabetics, and who 
might face too much bleed- 
ing risk to use it, like the 
elderly, people who previ- 
ously had strokes and those 
with kidney problems, he 
said. (The Cleveland doctors 
give to charity or the clinic 
the consulting and research 
fees they earn from drug- 
makers.) 

Doctors also were waiting 
for prasugrel’s makers to 
clarify why they stopped 
two small studies of it a 
week ago. They said it was 
due to dosing problems but 
did not explain. 

Prasugrel is being devel- 
oped by Indianapolis-based 
Eli Lilly and Co. and a 
Japanese firm, Daiichi 
Sankyo Co. It could be a 
hugely important drug, and 
the study has been one of 
the most-watched tests of a 
novel heart medication in 
recent years. 

Like Plavix, prasugrel 
prevents blood components 
called platelets from sticking 
together and forming a clot. 
Anti-platelet drugs are 


advised for most people with 
stents -- tiny mesh tubes that 
keep arteries open after bal- 
loon angioplasty, an artery- 
clearing procedure that more 
than a million Americans 
have each year. 

Plavix, sold by Sanofi- 
Aventis SA and Bristol- 
Myers Squibb Co., has been 
the most effective drug of 
this type. More than 70 mil- 
lion people have taken it 
since it went on sale a 
decade ago. 

Plavix had 18.6 million 
prescriptions and nearly $3 
billion in U.S. sales last 
year, according to IMS 
Health, a healthcare infor- 
mation firm. Worldwide 
sales were nearly $6 billion.

Swollen ankles make travel painful 


DEAR DR. GOTT: My problem is swollen 
ankles, and, if I take a plane trip, the swelling 
goes almost up to my knee. My foot, ankle and 
knee remain very painful for a week to 10 
days. All my doctors can give for helpful 
advice is to wear support stockings, which are 
made for this problem and are no help at all! 

DEAR READER: Before recommending 
specific therapy for your edema (abnormal 
fluid retention), Pd have to know the cause. 
Dependent edema (in the lower extremities) 
can be related to heart disorders, kidney dis- 
ease, venous blood clots and other factors. If 
your doctor has simply recommended elastic 
stockings and has not tested you, an internal- 
medicine specialist should become involved. 
At the very least, you need an ultrasound scan 
of your leg and pelvic veins, simple blood tests 
to check your kidneys and a heart test to check 
the efficiency of your heartbeats. 

In the meantime, I recommend that you quit 
smoking if you do, reduce your alcohol and 
salt intakes, and do not sit or stand in a station- 
ary position for more than an hour at a time. 
Stretching and walking can help the blood start 
flowing properly again. 

If your testing comes back normal and the 
above measures do not help, your doctor may 
choose to put you on a diuretic (water pill). 
While there is no cure for edema, it can be 
treated. 

DEAR DR. GOTT: Regarding your no 
flour, no sugar diet, you must be asking your- 
self, “What is it about the word ‘no’ that peo- 
ple do not understand”? Nevertheless, I would 
like to know what you think about two differ- 
ent products, the first being Ezekiel bread, 
which is found in the health section of the gro- 
cery store. According to its label, Ezekiel bread 
is made from sprouted grain and contains no 
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flour. The second product I’d like your input 
on is spelt. The label on the product refers to it 
as whole-grain spelt flour, and so, based on the 
label, I assume it is not acceptable for anyone 
choosing to follow your diet. 

DEAR READER: Sprouted grain is a good 
substitute for flour in bread. I often recom- 
mend its use in place of regular bread. I find it 
has a better taste and texture compared to most 
flour breads. 

Spelt is flour, a no-no, so you are correct in 
assuming it is not allowed. 

For more information regarding my diet, 
including recipes, food lists, etc., I recommend 
you purchase my book “Dr. Gott’s No Flour, 
No Sugar Diet.” It is available in most book- 
stores or online at www.amazon.com.

prasugrel involved 13,608 
patients from 30 countries 
and was led by Dr. Elliott 
Antman at Harvard Medical 
School and Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in 
Boston. Prasugrel’s makers 
paid for the study; many of 
the researchers work or con- 
sult for them. 

Study participants were 
having angioplasty due to 
heart attacks or blockages 
causing sudden or worsening 
chest pain, and were ran- 
domly assigned to one drug 
or the other for six to 15 
months. 

The results: about 12 per- 
cent of people taking Plavix 
but only 10 percent on pra- 
sugrel suffered heart attacks, 
strokes or heart-related 
deaths -- a 20 percent reduc- 
tion in risk. Only 1.1 percent

on the new drug developed 
blood clots in stents versus 
2.4 percent on Plavix -- a 52 
percent lower risk. Prasugrel 
also worked faster than 
Plavix and showed more 
effectiveness at the first 
checkpoint -- three days. 

However, major bleeding 
occurred in 2.4 percent of 
those on prasugrel versus 
1.8 percent of those on 
Plavix. This included brain 
or gastrointestinal bleeding, 
or after falls. Fatal bleeding 
was uncommon, but four 
times more frequent with the 
new drug. 

Results hinted that some 
people might be in greater 
danger -- those who had a 
previous stroke, were elder- 
ly, or weighed less than 132 
pounds. 

These signs are why pra- 
sugrel’s makers suspended 
two small studies a week 
ago to see whether such 
patients should be included 
in the study or should get a 
lower dose, said Dr. 
Anthony Ware of Eli Lilly. 

“It was a precaution ... 
because of a risk of a safety 
problem rather than an actu- 
al one,” he said. 

Lilly will conduct another 
big study of prasugrel in 
people not having angioplas- 
ty but on medications 
because they are at risk of 
having a heart attack, Ware 
said. 

That 10,000-person study 
will be led by Dr. E. Magnus 
Ohman at Duke University 
Medical Center. 

In the study reported on 
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Sunday, “the benefit clearly 
outweighs the risk” for most 
patients, Ohman said. 

Bhatt of Cleveland Clinic 
noted that even aspirin -- 
which is widely recommend- 
ed to prevent clots and was 
prescribed to all patients in 
this study -- carries a risk of 
bleeding. 

Dr. Spencer King, a heart 
specialist at Piedmont 
Hospital in Atlanta and 
spokesman for the American 
College of Cardiology, was 
on the safety monitoring 
committee for the study. He 
said prasugrel would be “a 
little bit of a tough sell” to 
doctors who are comfortable 
with using Plavix, but that 
competition could give 
patients drugs more closely 
matched to their needs. 

“We’ve had one size fits 
all ... now we’ll have two 
choices,” King said. 

Dr. Harlan Krumholz, a 
Yale University cardiologist 
with no role in the study, 
noted that “in absolute num- 
bers, for every 1,000 people 
you treat, you’d save a lot 
more heart events than 
you’d cause bleeds,” 
because heart problems are 
more common. 

Cost also keeps many 
people from taking Plavix 
now. Prasugrel’s makers 
have not said what it would 
cost, but “if they start com- 
peting on price, it could be a 
boon for the health care sys- 
tem,” Krumholz said.

Niners 
put LI 
Jennings 
on IR

SANTA CLARA — The San 
Francisco 49ers put left tackle 
Jonas Jennings on injured reserve 
Monday with an ankle injury, and 
right guard Justin Smiley might 
soon join him with a torn labrum 
in his right shoulder. 

After six straight losses heading 
into the regular season’s midpoint, 
the injury diagnoses were even 
more bad news for the 49ers (2-6), 
who seem likely to finish the year 
without two linemen who have 
been starters ever since coach 
Mike Nolan took over the club. 

“It’s unfortunate to lose any 
player on our team,” Nolan said. 
“But at the same time, I have con- 
fidence in the guys stepping in.” 

Jennings has a lingering ankle 
injury that requires surgery, Nolan 
said while announcing the end of 
another disappointing season for 
his oft-injured lineman. Jennings 
missed the 49ers’ last two games 
after spraining his ankle in a loss 
to the New York Giants. 

Smiley, a fourth-year pro who 
has started every game in the 
49ers’ last 2 1/2 seasons, dislocat- 
ed his right shoulder and tore his 
labrum when Atlanta’s Trey Lewis 
landed squarely on his arm as 
Smiley dived to recover a fumble 
in the 49ers’ 20-16 loss to the 
Falcons. 

An MRI revealed a torn labrum 
that will be inspected by Dr. James 
Andrews in Birmingham, Ala., on 
Tuesday before Smiley decides to 
have season-ending surgery. The 
noted orthopedist has been the 
source of Smiley’s most reliable 
medical advice since his college 
days at Alabama. 

“If (Andrews) thinks it’s the 
thing to do, we’ll go ahead and 
knock it out,” Smiley said. “It 
needs to be done.” 

Smiley played 14 games with a 
torn left labrum last season, but his 
latest injury is much more severe. 
Team doctors needed about 20 
minutes to get Smiley’s arm back 
in its socket in Atlanta. 

Losing two starters will test the 
depth of the 49ers’ once-solid 
offensive line, which has failed to 
mount a significant rushing attack 
with running back Frank Gore this 
season. Gore sat out Sunday’s 
game with a sprained ankle, but is 
expected to return for San 
Francisco’s trip to Seattle on 
Monday night. 

Nolan said Adam Snyder will 
stay in his role as Jennings’ 
replacement at left tackle, keeping 
Joe Staley waiting on the other 
end of the line. 

San Francisco sacrificed its 
first-round draft pick in 2008 to 
trade up last April to draft Staley, 
who’s currently learning the NFL

Janikowski wants record-setting field goal

ALAMEDA — A day after 
he missed setting an NFL 
record when his kick bounced 
off the upright, Sebastian 
Janikowski said he’s ready to 
try an even longer kick than 
the 64-yarder that he missed. 

“PIL kick whatever,” 
Janikowski said Monday. “I 
don’t care if it’s 80 yards. I 
want to attempt it. As long as 
Pm not short.” 

Janikowski came within 
inches of breaking the record 
of 63 yards held by Tom 
Dempsey of New Orleans and 
Jason Elam of Denver when 


his kick late in the first half 
smacked off the right upright. 

“It was going straight and 
the last 10 yards or so it turned 
a little bit,” Janikowski said. 
“I thought it was going to hit 
the goal post and go in but I 
guess it hit the goal post going 
away.” 

Janikowski, whose career 
long is from 55 yards, said he 
wants another chance to break 
the record but is more focused 
on helping the Raiders (2-6) 
win a game. Oakland lost its 
fourth straight game Sunday, 
falling 24-17 to the Houston 
Texans. 

Coach Lane Kiffin said he 


would have considered letting 
Janikowski kick from as far as 
70 yards in that direction if it 
had been the final play of the 
half. 

“He has unbelievable 
range,” Kiffin said. “I’m sure 
he’s going to break the record 
one day, because you can see 
what he’s done and how far he 
can kick it. It was right there.” 

The missed kick was one of 
the few highlights of the game 
for the Raiders. With the team 
trailing 14-0 with 1:15 
remaining in a listless first- 
half performance, Janikowski 
got his chance. 

Special teams coach Brian 


Schneider asked Janikowski if 
he could kick it that distance 
and Janikowski responded, 
“Yeah, I want to try it.” After 
trying to draw Houston off- 
side to move the kick 5 yards 
close, the Raiders let 
Janikowski boot it. 

“There wasn’t any wind,” 
he said. “I felt a little breeze 
but not a whole lot. In 
warmups, I kicked a 58-yarder 
with probably 10 or 15 yards, 
so I felt good about it.” 

Janikowski then swung his 
left leg and drove the ball 
toward the north end of the 
stadium. The kick sailed 
through the air before tailing 


to the right a little bit at the 
last minute and bouncing off 
the upright. After watching 
the tape Monday, he figured 
he had the leg to get it much 
farther. 

“It was good from 70, 
easy,” he said. “It almost hit 
that halfway through, I think.” 

The problem with the deci- 
sion is that it set up Houston 
for an easy field goal. By rule, 
the Texans got the ball at the 
spot of the kick, the Oakland 
46, with 1:10 remaining. Sage 
Rosenfels then completed 
passes of 11 and 10 yards to

Their 11-year-old daughter, 
Andrea, may not want her par- 
ents to live too far from 
Hollywood. 

“I think she’ll love it,” Ali 
Torre said of the family’s 
move to Los Angeles. 
“Actually, she wants to be an 
actress, so what better place to 
come?” 

Torre said he and his wife 
already have been warmly 
welcomed back to the area, 
saying people out in public 
have told him welcome and 
good luck.

Another game, another 
injury to a Carolina Panthers 
quarterback. 

Coach John Fox said 
Monday that David Carr sus- 
tained a concussion late in 
Sunday’s loss to Tennessee 
and his status for next week’s 
game against Atlanta is uncer- 
tain. 

“He’s still be evaluated,” 
Fox said. “We’ll keep you 
posted.” 

Fox also said center Justin 
Hartwig (broken right thumb), 
receiver Steve Smith (hip) and 
defensive end Julius Peppers 
(toe) were injured against the 
Titans. None has been ruled 
out of the Atlanta game. 

But the biggest concern for 
Fox is Carolina’s endless trou- 
bles at QB. With Carr and 
Vinny Testaverde (Achilles’ 
tendon) banged up and origi- 
nal starter Jake Delhomme 
(elbow) out for the season, 
undrafted rookie Matt Moore 
is the only healthy QB. It 
could force Carolina to sign 
yet another quarterback this 
week. 

“I wouldn’t say that’s not a 
possibility,” Fox said. 

Carr, who missed a game 
last month with a sore back, 
started Sunday ahead of 
Testaverde, who is battling 
tendinitis in his right Achilles’ 
tendon. Carr struggled against 
the Titans, completing just 15 
of 27 passes for 107 yards, 
one touchdown and one inter- 
ception in the 20-7 loss. 

Carr, who had trouble find- 
ing receivers all day, was 
sacked seven times. He was 
knocked out of the game com- 
plaining of dizziness after 
being hit by Titans defensive 
tackle Tony Brown with 3 
minutes left. 

“They’re not calling it 
severe. It’s just mild. I got my 
head knocked and got a little 
dizzy,” said Carr, who indicat- 
ed he’s had only one other 
concussion, in 2003 in 
Houston. “They’re being cau- 
tious.” 

Moore, who was picked up 
off waivers from Dallas in 
September, replaced Carr and 
was 2-of-5 for 36 yards and an 
interception. 

Vikings 

Test Monday showed that 
Minnesota Vikings quarter- 
back Tarvaris Jackson was 
recovering from the concus- 
sion that knocked him out of 
the game against San Diego. 
He even showed a sense of 
humor when he arrived at 
team headquarters Monday 


morning. 
“He said, 7’Hi, I’m 
Donovan,” coach Brad 


Childress said of his first con- 
versation with Jackson the 
day after a scary injury. 
Jackson was making light 
of a serious situation in the 
second quarter of the Vikings’ 
35-17 victory Sunday. The 
second-year quarterback was 
injured after scrambling and 
taking a hit to the head as he 
dived to the turf. Jackson said 
he was knocked unconscious 
and was frozen on the ground 
in a peculiar position, with his 
right arm sticking straight out. 
A number of players on 


both teams took a knee in 
prayer, but Jackson got up 
after several minutes and 
watched the second half from 
the sideline. 

Childress said Jackson will 
be tested again Tuesday. 

“I don’t know what day he 
will practice on,” said 
Childress, who added the 
team will consider bringing in 
another quarterback this 
week. Backup Kelly Holcomb 
is still recovering from a 
whiplash injury. 

Patriots-Colts 

More than 40 people 
bought fake Patriots-Colts 
tickets, and police officers 
confiscated hundreds of other 
phony tickets in what investi- 
gators described as a nation- 
wide sports counterfeiting 
ring. 

Three Atlanta men were 
arrested Sunday in 
Indianapolis after police made 
a routine traffic stop for 
speeding and discovered the 
tickets in their car. 

“This was a major arrest,” 
police Lt. Jeffrey Duhamell 
said Monday. “These individ- 
uals counterfeit tickets and 
move from city to city, but 
they have been very hard to 
infiltrate. It’s quite a big net- 
work.” 

Besides almost 200 tickets 
for the Patriots-Colts game, 
officers also found hundreds 
of tickets for other sporting 
events, including several col- 
lege football games. 
Duhamell said the counterfeit- 
ing ring operates out of 
Atlanta and is under investi- 
gation in several cities. 

“With the technology out 
there, they can do quite a 
whole lot with the tickets,” he 
said. “A lot of them look good 
when you first see them.” 

Duhamell said more than 
40 people paid at least $150 
each for fake tickets for 
Sunday’s game. 

Packers 

Tight end Donald Lee 
signed a four-year extension 
worth just under $12 million, 
his agent said Monday. 

“He is really excited about 
the deal,” agent Brian Levy 
said. 

Packers general manager 
Ted Thompson did not imme- 
diately return a call seeking 
comment. 

Lee, who has 29 receptions 
for 382 yards and a touch- 
down, has become an integral 
part of the Packers’ offense 
with Bubba Franks out with a 
knee injury. Lee received a 
raise from his current salary of 
just over $1.4 million, mean- 
ing the bonus on his new deal 
was $3 million, Levy said. 

Lee’s contract had been set 
to end this season, his third in 
Green Bay.

Dear Annie: My “Uncle Mike” is 82. He 
has prostate problems and is legally blind and 
currently recovering from a mild stroke. He 
takes medication and has physical therapy 
every week. Uncle Mike never married, but he 
has three sisters and many grown nieces and 
nephews, all of whom would do anything for 
him.

HazMat duty officers, and has 
used his experience cleaning 
up meth labs to create an 
hour-long presentation about 
meth and all its dangers -- 
both environmental and phys- 
ical. 

The presentation featured 
first-hand photos taken by 
Briley, hands-on displays as 
well as slides explaining the 
components of meth, its 
effects and the signs of what a 
meth lab looks like -- all with 
the hope of keeping students 
and the public safe. 

“I describe all this stuff 
because if they (children) see 
it, they can get away,” Briley 
said. “If you stumble onto 
things like this it can be dan- 
gerous. I want to say that labs 
are only in bad neighbor- 
hoods, but they’re truly every- 
where.” 

Briley had previously 
given his presentation at 
Ukiah High School, and with 
methamphetamine use in the 
county remaining a problem, 


the board found it an appro- 
priate time to see Briley’s pre- 
sentation. 

“I think his presentation is 
something that should be 
seen,” Zucker said. “The kids 
can see it all around. They 
could stumble upon a lab, and 
it’s good to know what that is 
and what to do.” 

Briley also discussed the 
current status of methamphet- 
amine in the county where he 
gave encouraging news about 
the number of manufacturers 
countywide. 

“Honestly, we’ve seen a 
decline in meth labs around 
here,” he said. 

The Mendocino County 
Board of Education meets the 
second Monday of each 
month, with exceptions made 
for holidays.

Director Dave Koeppel, of 
Mendocino County 
Environmental Health, said 
the county did keep records of 
the chemicals used to turn 
over to fire crews, but updated 
them as the chemicals used 
were changed. He said there 
was no historical data dating 
from before 1998 

Several in the crowd 
expressed shock and disbelief 
at this. 

Others in the crowd won- 
dered why the Mendocino 
County Board of Supervisors 
did not write a letter to the 
Department of Toxic 
Substances Control. The 
board voted against doing so 
at an Oct. 30 meeting. 

County CEO Tom Mitchell 
said two supervisors met with 
representatives from the 
DTSC and were told the 
department is comfortable let- 
ting the existing agencies han- 
dle monitoring of the demoli- 
tion.

Barbara Cook, director of 
DTSC said the department 
does not generally become the 
lead agency unless the use of 
the property changes in such a 
way as to produce a public 
health hazard, such as chang- 
ing the use of the land from 
industrial to residential. 

Mitchell said he hoped that 
Monday’s would be the first 
of many meetings on this sub- 
ject. 

“It’s our offices intent to 
have many meetings to make 
sure everyone is fully 
informed and knows what all 
the facts are,” he said. 

Mitchell said the county 
also plans to introduce a place 
on the county’s Web site 
where community members 
can submit questions which 
will be answered by the 
appropriate agency. 

“We’re hoping to get that 
up as quickly as we can,” he 
said. 

The Board of Supervisors 
is scheduled to continue dis- 
cussion of the site in today’s 
meeting.

Guardsmen under investigation for taking donations

SACRAMENTO -- A military police 
company from the California National 
Guard has been sequestered pending an 
investigation into whether troops took dona- 
tions intended for Southern California wild- 
fire victims, Guard officials confirmed 
Monday. 

Thirty-six soldiers from the 330th 
Military Police Co. were being bused from 
the National City Armory near San Diego to 
their home base in Ontario, east of Los 
Angeles. National Guard officials said they 
were expected to be released Monday night. 

One Guardsman has been relieved of 
duty.The Guard launched the investigation 
last week after volunteers called the San 


Volunteers offered to let the soldiers 
shower and get a snack at the fire station. 
Some of the soldiers then took more than 
volunteers thought was acceptable. 

“The California National Guard takes all 
allegations of improper conduct seriously 
and will take action, to include disciplinary 
measures, against any soldiers who may 
have acted inappropriately,” Siepmann said. 

Peyton Roberts, a spokeswoman for the 
American Red Cross, said no one from the 
Red Cross reported contacting the Sheriff’s 
office. Roberts said the relief effort at the 
fire station was coordinated by a local com- 
munity group.Gov. Amold Schwarzenegger 
deployed 1,500 members of the California 
National Guard on Oct. 21. In all, 2,500 
Guardsmen assisted in disaster relief. 


Diego County Sheriff's Department to 
report Guardsmen taking supplies intended 
for displaced fire victims near the U.S.- 
Mexico border. 

Guard spokesman Lt. Col. Jon Siepmann 
confirmed that the Guard is investigating 
complaints that soldiers “were in possession 
of relief supplies beyond those they were 
authorized to use as part of their mission.” 

All the supplies have been identified and 
returned to the relief agency, Siepmann said 
in a statement. The unit had been providing 
security in Potrero, about 40 miles east of 
San Diego. Its troops had been sleeping in 
tents near a fire station being used by the 
American Red Cross, according to an offi- 
cial close to the investigation who was not 
authorized to speak on the record.
